RUSSELL HOPKINS 
DIES IN NEW YORK 


Well Known Atlantan, 
Who Figured in Sensa- 
tional Romance, Dies 
After Short Illness on 
Tuesday Afternoon. 


New York, July 16.— (Special.) — 
Russel] F. Hopkins, son of a mil- 
lionaire drug and medicine manu- 
facturer of Atlanta, since 1904 a 
consular representative in this coun- 
try of the republic of Panama, died 
yesterday afternoon in his resi- 
dence, 1045 Fifth avenue. Mr. Hop- 
kins, who was ill one week of 
double pneumonia, was 35 years old. 
Mr. Hopkins was perhaps best re-

He first met his wife in Atlanta, 
she was sixteen.

Whitlock and fitted it up with 
sumptuous furnishings and a live 
monkey. for a honeymoon trip, The 
yacht steamed up the river to Peeks- 
kill where a clergyman married 
the young couple, and the U’No con- 
tinued up the river. The parents 
of both forgave them, and they 
later made their home on an estate, 
Verusselie, at Irvington, on the 
Hudson. 

The birth of his son, John Ran- 
dolph, April 11, 1911, in the St. 
Regis, was the occasion of a party 
for the “millionaire baby,” as he 
was called.

IN REMODELING STORE 


Hillyer Property on 
Hunter Street Pur- 
chased, as Well as Ad- 
ditional Land From the 
Keely Estate. 


Improvements, alterations and ad- 
ditions that are said to be in con- 
templation by the Keely company 
on its business house at the corner 
of Hunter and Whitehall streets will 
involve the expendjture of more 
than $250,000. Not only is the store 
now occupied by this firm to be 
completely remodeled and modern- 
ized, but in addition to the exten- 
sions that will be made to the store 
over adjacent property that has been 
recently acquired, there will be two 
stories added to the present three 
floors, 

The plans for the above improve- 
ments are now being drawn by A. 
Ten Eyck Brown, one of the most 
prominent architects in the city, and 
the work on the building will begin 
about the first of August, under the 
direction of Gude & Co., contrac- 
tors. 

The extension and modernizing of 
the Keely company store, it is de- 
clared, has become necessary be- 
cause of the steady growth of the 
firm’s business, making it imprac- 
ticable to handle the volume of re- 
tail trade in the present structure. 

Room Increased by Half. 

The building; as it will stand aft- 
er the additions and improvements 
have. been completed, will be five 
stories high, with a fronting on 
Whitehall street of 60 feet and a 
200-foot frontage on East Hunter 
street.

Aside from a large retail dry 
goods business, the sale of shoes ana 
carpets, the Keely company conducts 
an extensive mail order business 
through which thousands of the 
company’s customers are served 
outside of the city. The Keely com- 
pany, having been one of the insti- 
tutions of Atlanta for more than 
half a century, is one of the best 
known firms in the south. With the 
added space that will come through 
the addition of two stories and ex- 
tensions of the building over newly 
acquired properties, it is expected

To Lynch Foukal 


Nevertheless the Jury 


Convicted Louis Bishop. 
Walter Bishop, Who Is 
a Preacher,.Goes on 
Trial Today. 


Mobile, Ala., July 16.—The jury in 
the case of Louis Bishop, self-con- 
fessed slayer of Frank Foukal in 
the Baldwin county jail on June 22, 
tonight returned a verdict of man- 
slaughter, fixing Bishop’s punish- 
ment at 15 years in the penitentiary. 
The jury was out four hours. 

The trial of Walter Bishop. 
brother of Louis Bishop, will begin 
tomorrow morning. The defense 
will again offer the plea of heredi- 
tary insanity. 

The trial of Louis Bishop created 
intense interest as he claimed that 
he was commanded by God, in an- 
swer to prayer to organize the mob 
and to kill Foukal. The defense 
showed that a large number of the 
members of the Bishop family have 
been or were insane, but in view 
of the complacent way in which 
Bishop on the witness stand de- 
scribed how he raised Foukal up 
from his bed in his cell and emptied 
his revolver into the man’s body, the 
jury disregarded the insanity plea. 

Bishop testified that he had done 
his duty as God had showed it to 
him and that his conscience was 
clear and he was happy. 

Walter Bishop, the brother, whose 
trial begins Thursday morning, is, a 
Baptist preacher. In his signed con- 
fession in which he tells how he 
helped organize the mob to kiil 
Foukal, he compares his actions to 
the men “who gave their“lives for 
duty on Flanders fields.” 

The remaining 25 defendants, 
charged with murder in the first and 
second degrees and conspiracy today 
filed motions for separate trials by 
jury. These motions will be acted 
on by Circuit Judge Gamble Satur- 
day. 

Rudolph Pierce, one of the de- 
fendants, was taken to the Tusca- 
loosa insane hospital this morning 
violently insane. ‘The indictment 
against him has been quashed. Im- 
mediately after being brought back 
from the Birmingham jail and being 
released on bond, he shot his little 
son's leg off with a shotgun. 


DAYLGHT REPEAL 
GOING AS "RIDER" 


Despite President's Veto, 


Provision to Repeal Day- 
light Saving Will Again 
Be Put on Agriculture 
Bill. 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—Re- 
publican leaders of the house, sup- 
ported by party leaders in the sen- 
ate, agreed today to attempt re- 
passage of the agricultural appro- 
priation bill with its daylight sav- 
ing repeal rider despite the presi- 
dent’s veto. Provisions of the day- 
light saving law authorizing the in- 
terstate commerce commission to fix 
standard time zones, however, would 
not be discarded under the pro- 
posal.

Washington, July 16.—Conserva- 
tive members of the prohibition fac- 
tion in the house set out today to 
curb what they described as radical 
attempts to make the pending en- 
forcement bill so drastic that it 
might create a revulsion of feeling 
throughout the country on the 
whole question of liquor drinking. 

Warning was given by the con- 
servatives that if the radical ele- 
ment went too far and added other 
severe restrictions they would be 
certain to invite defeat in the sen- 
ate and possibly find all of their 
work thrown out by a presidential 
veto. The need of wise counsel was 
pointed out by the conservative pro- 
hibitionists in view of the publish- 
ed announcement that Representa- 
tive Morgan, republican, of Oklaho- 
ma, and a member of the judiciary 
committee, had given notice that 
he would endeavor to make it a vio- 
lation of the law for a man to keep 
a jug of liquor in his own home for 
his own uss. 

Word was spread during the day 
that other prohibitionists were pre- 
paring to write into the bill a pro- 
vision, stricken out by the commit- 
tee, which would prohibit a man’s 
“using” any little uor he might 
happen to have around the house, 
Under the bill now before the house 
it is extremely doubtful, a member 
of the judiciary committee said to- 
day, whether a person could give a 
drink of whisky to a friend at his 
own fireside without running the 
risk. of arrest.

now as substantially drawn. It has 
stood up under the attack of anti- 
prohibitionists who have failed to 
eliminate a single section, and Mr. 
Volstead believes those who are bent 
on making it still more drastic will 
yield to cooler heads who-insist it 
should be passed in its present. form. 

Indications tonight were that con- 

sideration of the measure would not 
be resumed tomorrow.

There is 
no telling how long the document 
will remain in committee. If ths 
president by any chance should send 
any records of the conference to 
the committee the search of the 
records would take an interminable 
time. 

The action of the president in in- 
viting republicans to the white 
house was variously interpreted at 
the capitol today. Some of the re- 
publicans saw in it an attempt by 
the president to win over members 
of the opposition party inclined to 
favor the treaty and the league of 
nations..

One of the most impressive mo- 
ments will be in Whitehall, where 
the procession will salute the state- 
ly memorial to the dead, designed 
by Sir Edwin Luytes. Special pri- 
vate accommodations have been 
made for four thousand female rel- 
atives and children of the officers 
and men killed in the war and also 
for the wounded.

Treaties Affecting Japa- 
nese or German Rights 
in China Debate to Be 
Resumed Today. : 


Washington, July 16.—A™* request 
for copies of any treaties affecting 
Japanese or German rights in China 
was sent to the state department 
today by the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee. 

The motion to ask for this infor- 
mation was adopted by unanimous 
vote and with little. discussion, 
members agreeing that the commit- 
tee could better consider the Shan- 


tung settlement in the treaty of 
Versailles if it had the text of the 
Chinese-German convention of 1898, 
the Japanese-Chinese pact of 1915, 
and any other international engage- 
ments bearing on the subject. 

No other formal action affecting 
the treaty with Germany was taken 
by the committee during its two- 
hour session today, nearly all the 
time being devoted to a continua- 
tion of the reading of the tert. 
On suggestion of Senators Fall of 
New Mexico and Moses of New 
Hampshire, both republicans, the 
committee passed over entirely for 
future consideration part 4, which 
contains the Shantung provision, 
and certain stipulations regarding 
Morocco, Egypt, Turkey, Bulgaria, 
and other territory. 

The principal argument developed 
against the suggestion that the 
United States might be required 
under part 4 and similar provisions 


‘to provide a part of an international 


army of occupation. 

Several senators were understood 
to be preparing to take part in the 
debate on Shantung, which began in 
a stormy session yesterday and will 
be resumed tomorrow. Senator 
Sherman, republican, of Illinois, had 
given notice he would speak tomor- 
row and it was expected Senator 
Borah, republican, of Idaho, would 
call up his resolution asking for a 
copy of a letter said to have been 
written by General Bliss, Secretary 
Lansing and Henry White, protest- 
ing against the Shantung settle- 
ment. Mr. Borah tried to get action 
on it yesterday, but unanimous con- 
sent for its consideration was re- 
fused by Senater Hitchcock, ranking 
democrat of the committee. 

The Borah resolution is expected 
to stir the senate to a debate ri- 
valing in bitterness the exchange of 
yesterday, when Senator Lodge, re- 
publican, Massachusetts, the foreign 
relations committee chairman, 
charged that Shantung was the pur- 
chase price for Japan’s acceptance 
of the league of nations. Senators 
Borah, Fall, New Mexico, and Nor- 
ris, Nebraska, all republicans, joined 
in the attack on the Shantung agree- 
ment, and Senator Hitchcock and 
Senator Williams, democrat, of Mis- 
Sissippi, defended President WiII- 
son's course in the matter.

DR. KARL MUCK HELD 
AT FORT OGLETHORPE 


Washington, July 16.—Dr. Karl 
Muck, former conductor of the Bos- 
ton Symphony orchestra, interned 
during the war as a dangerous en- 
emy alien, still is at Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., John R. Creighton, of 
the department of justice, told the 
house immigration committee today 
at a hearing on a bill to deport un- 
desirable aliens. 

In view of recent reports that Dr. 
Muck had left Charleston, S. C., on 
a government transport with several 
hundred aliens, Representative Sei- 
gel, of New York, asked why he had 
been deported. 

“Dr. Muck has not been deported,” 
Mr. Creighton said. “He did not 
choose to go. The fact that he 
is retained at Fort Oglethorpe 
places him in the class with promi- 
nent German business men, held 
there because we believed their 
cases were serious.” 

The reason for Dr. Muck’s intern- 
ment was not disclosed by the wit- 
ness. 

No more than 40 or 30 of the 5600 
enemy aliens still interned at Fort 
Oglethorpe and Fort Douglas, Utah, 
can be deported under present laws, 
Mr. Creighton said in urging addi- 
tional legislation. 

“Only 80 per cent of those now) 
interned are not wanted in this 
country,” he added. 

Many German and Austrian sub- 
jects, Mr. Creighton said, had de- 
cided to stay in the Unit 
and take their medicine.

Idealist Described as 


The Tribune editorial. 


“One Who Helps Others 
to Make Profit,” and 
Traitor as “One Who 
Works Against the Gov- 


_ ernment.” 


Mount Clemens, July 16.—In a mo- 
ment of petulance while on the wit- 
ness stand today, Henry Ford, plain- 
tiff in a $1,000,000 libel suit against 
the Chicago Daily Tribune, admit- 
ted that he was “an ignorant ideal- 
ist.” Subsequently, he reversed his 
statement. 

This was one of the alleged libel- 
ous charges made against, him in 
Attorney El- 
Hott G. Stevenson, for The Tribune, 
had been asking questions to estab- 
lish, if possible, that Mr. Ford, as 
a matter of fact, was ignorant. The 
witness said that he made the ad- 
mission merely to stop the examin- 
ation. Later, when formally asked 


to admit that he was an “ignorant 


idealist,” he declined to do so. 

In the course of the examination, 
Mr. Ford defined a traitor as “one 
who works against the govern- 
ment;” an idealist as one “who helps 
others to make a profit,” and evi- 
dently with Arnold Bennet vaguely 
in mind, described Benedict Arnold 
as “a writer.” 

Much time was consumed in read- 
ing President Wilson’s preparedness 
speeches in 1916. 

“Same Old Scare-Crow Talk.” 

The things that Henry Ford 
thought and that his peace secre- 


tary, Theodore Delavigne, wrote for 
him were again the topic of exam- 


Mr. Stevenson 8 the phrase, 


“Same old scare-crow talk,” and 


asked whom was meant. Mr. Ford 
returned his familiar reply, De- 
lavigne wrote that.” He added that 
the “scare-crows” were the profes- 
sional agitators for preparedness. 

“Your position was that they were 
advocating preparedness in order to 
profit by munitions?“ . 

“Over-preparedness, yes.”

Wheeler, contended, have laws lim- 
iting alcohol in beverages. He chal- 
lenged Mr. Untermyer to produce 
any court decision denying congress 
or state legislatures the right to 
make definitions. 

“Congress cannot consistently 
adopt a weaker standard in defining. 
the term than that already enacted 
in the states,” sald Mr. Wheeler. 
“This means nothing can be sold 
for beverage purposes that contains 
more than one-half of one per cent 
alcohol,” 

To Limit Liquor in Homes. 

Mr. Wheeler told the committee 
prohibition advocates were not ask- 
ing that possession of liquors, 
bought before July 1 for personal 
use, be prohibited. He added, how~ 
ever, that they were suggesting 
amendments to the pending legisla- 
tion to limit the amount of liquors 
which may be stored in private 
residences so as to “prevent homes 
from becoming speak-easies.” 

Another amendment advocated by 
prohibition leaders, Mr. Wheeler 
said, is a provision for seizure of 
liquors in homes where it is sold 
illegally. 

„Boot-leggers will maintain their 
homes as headquarters without such 
legislation,” he said, 

Two other amendments were 
urged by the witness. To prevent 
bootlegging, he asked that the com- 


mittee adopt a clause making mere 
2 and physical possession of 

toxicants—such as the presence of 
a bottle in individuals’ 
lawful, 

This is the most effective weapon 
of prohibition enforcement,” said 
Mr. Wheeler, and Senator Sterling 
suggested that the bill pe extended 
so as to penalize purchase as well 
as sale of intoxicating beverages.

The house judiciary committee, 
Mr. Wheeler said, has agreed upon 
an amendment governing the sale 
of flavoring extracts, which is sat- 
isfactory to all interests. It permits 
wholesale distribution of these ex- 
tracts, some of which contain 40 to 
60 per cent of alcohol, but requires 
retailers to dilute beveragés to less 
than one-half of one per cent, he 
added. ;

Washington, July 16.—Appoint- 
ment by Secretary of War Baker 
of a liaison officer to act as a buf- 
fer between the war department and 
the house committee investigating 
war department expenditures was 
resented today by Chairman Gra- 
ham, of the committee, because it 
was exactly what he had requested 
Mr. Baker not to do. This fact 
was brought out when Colonel 
Henry C. Smither, of the general 
staff, testified at a committee hear- 
ing attended by Adjutant General 
Peter C. Harris and Peyton C. 
March, chief of staff. 

Colonel Smither was described by 
Chairman Graham as “sort of liaison 
officer appointed by Secretary Ba- 
ker to act as a channel of informa- 
tion” which the investigating com- 
mittee is trying to pry out of the 
war department. When the com- 
mittee undertook to find out how 
much money the war department 
spent during hostilities and where 
and why, Representative Graham 
expressly told Mr. Baker, he said, 
that the commitee wanted to get its 


information directly from bureau 
chiefs. Mr. Baker was asked not 
to appoint a liaison officer. Where- 
upon Secretary Baker appointed one. 


“Nosey Old Party.” 


Furthermore it was indicated that 
the war department looks upon the 
investigating committee as a nosey 
old party that would do well to at- 
tend to other business. At least such 
was the conclusion generally drawn 
from testimony given at this morn- 
ing’s session by Alex M. Fisher, for- 
mer expert accountant and effici- 
ency engineer, who for the last six 
months, until yesterday, was in 
charge of war department files. 

Mr. Fisher stated that after giv- 
ing certain information to the in- 
vestigating committee about faulty 
and careless methods of keeping se- 


lective draft records, he was called 


before Adjutant General Peter C. 
Harris for a few minutes of solemn 
and awful conservation. General 
Harris “expressed surprise” and in- 
dicated official displeasure because 
Mr. Fisher had carried tales to con- 
gress. 


Fisher Resigns. 


The surprise and displeasure wére 
so definitely expressed that Mr. 
Fisher felt he could no longer be 
of service to the department. He 
immediately resigned. 

It was said in the Fisher testi- 
mony that he had not gone to con- 


gress until after he had tried for} 


two months to get the war depart- 
ment to take action in the matter 
of giving better protection to a 
great mass of valuable records 
stored at Washington barracks, 
where they were poorly protected 
from both moisture and fire. 

When General Harris testified 
briefly he was rather deprecatory of 
the whole business of agitation. He 
was of the opinion that the inves- 
tigation was unnecessary. He in- 
sisted there Was no dampness to 
speak of where the records were 
stored, though some were stacked on 
porches under taupaulin. 

That the place of storage was in- 
adequately protected from fire was 
stated in a report made by an ex- 
pert of the national board of fire 
underwriters, which was entered in 
thie record of the hearing.

The resolution was introduced in 
the senate by Senator T. H. Parker 
with the avowed intention of having 
it killed, and when it came up for 
action last week was saved by an 
able filibuster conducted by the suf- 
frage advocates. It was then re- 


committed to the committee who 
reported it back by a substitute | 
rejecting the amendment with a rec- 
ommendation for the passage of the 
substitute. It was this substitute 
that was under discussion Wednes- 
day and will be taken up again 
Thursday as unfinished business. 

Reads Wire From President. 

Senator Elders secured the floor 
just after the reading of the com- 
mittee substitute and continued his 
most able exhortation for the senate 
to indefinitely postpone action on 
the matter until adjournment cut 
him off at 1 o’clock. During his 
speech the telegram was handed 
him by a messenger from the gov- 
ernor and he had it read to the 
body by Secretary McClatchey. 

In pleading for the observance of 
the president’s wishes, Senator EI- 
ders declared: 1 have been be- 
hind the president in every 
act he has done. I have favored 
the league of nations and have no 
place in my heart for the disgraced 
Senator J. A. Reed from Missouri, 
Who ra out his disgruntled ra- 
marks in this city last week.”

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Appropriation Measure 


Passed by House on 
Twenty-Second Day of 


| Session — Chiropractic 
Board Favored. | 


* 


After passing in almost formal 
fashion the remaining items of the 
appropriation bill, objection being 
raised to only a single item, the 
house yesterday, the committee of 


the whole reporting favorably, 
adopted the measure by a vote of 


156 to 19. The bill appropriates 
$8,614;710.72 for 1920 and $9,114,- 


1710.72 for 1921. 


This breaks all records in the en- 
actments of a general appropriation 
bill, the measure going to the sen- 
ate on the twenty-second day of the 
session. As the session is not yet 
half over, senators will have ample 
time to give the bill all the con- 
sideration they desire whereas here- 
tofore the bill has usually reached 
the second house at the very tail 
end of the session and sometimes 
has had to be rushed through on 
the final night session, thereby dis- 
placing other important legislation. 

Ne Cut on Health Board. 

Representative Stewart, of Atkin- 
son, sought to amend the bill by cut- 
ting the appropriation for the state 
board of health from $75,500 to $35,- 
000. Mr. Stewart said the appropria- 
tion as submitted was out of all 


proportion to the needs of the de- 
partment and exceeded that made 
for the same purpose by sister 
southern states. Chairman Carswell 
Pace, of Sum- 
ter, spoke for the appropriations as 
fixed in the bill. he house by a 
large vote adopted the item as re- 
ported from the committee. 

Much credit is due to Chairman 
Carswell and members of the budget 
commission for the expedition with 
which the bill has been handled. 
Representative Stubbs, of Laurens, 
who occupied the chair in the com- 
mittee of the whole for the past 
three days, also deserves credit tor 
the able and dignified way in which 
he performed his functions. 

For much the greater part, the bill 
went through without objection with 
the simple formality of reading it 
item by item and passing items to 
which no objection was raised. 

Some of those who voted we od | 
the bill on final passage explaine 
as their reason for doing so that, in 
their opinion, the measure had ex- 
ceeded the revenues of the state as 
estimated by the budget commis- 
sion and that consequently they 
could not support it. Among those 
so voting was Representative Ar- 
nold, of Clay. chairman of the ways 
and means committee. 


Chiropractic BIH. 


After the passage of the general 
appropriation bill the house took 
up house bill No. 1 by Representa- 
tive Wohlwender and Stewart, 
known as the chiropractic bill, and 
after a single speech opposing the 
measure by Representative McDon- 
ald, of Richmond, passed the bill by 
a vote of 114 to 21. The bill pro- 
vides for a state board of chiroprac- 
tic examiners made up of thrés 
members to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, their terms expiring within 
one, two and three years from the 
date of their appointment, respec- 
tively, who shall have the right to 
examine and license chiropracticians 
in Georgia and to regulate the prac- 
tice of the profession. 

The bill requires that applicants 
shall have, at least, an education of 
high school, grade and shall have 
studied at least three terms in a 
recognized college of chiropractice.

CAPITOL GOSSIP 


Dr. C. G. Applewhite, of the U. 8. 
health service but now attached to 
the local office of the state board of 
health, returned Wednesday from 
Toccoa, where re went Monday at 
the request of officials of the town 
to make a survey of sanitary condi- 
tions and recommendations to au- 
thorities.

The legislature is not always in- 
fallible, according to a ruling made 
by the supreme court Wednesday, 
in the case of McCants, tax col- 
lector, against Layfield, treasurer, 
from Taylor 9 7 the decision of 
the lower court being reversed. 

And this is how the legislature is 
to blame: On July 31, 1918, the gen- 
eral assembly approved an act 
naming T. F. Layfield, treasurer of 
Taylor county, until the .next gen- 
eral election of counties. When Mr. 
Layfield asked for a turn-over of 
funds from Tax Collector McCants, 
this official declined to transfer the 
monies. 

In the court suit which followed, 
Mr. Layfield was upheld. But the 
supreme court referred to that law 
which says that the assembly has 
no right to name an official when 
there are other means provided by 
law for his election, and that the 
lower court, therefore, was errone- 
ous in ordering the tax collector to 
turn over the funds which he held 
to Layfield, the proper procedure in 
this instance having been defined by 
the code.

To Open Bids Here 
OnCanned Tomatoes 
On Monday, July2 | 


Dispatches from Washington on 
Wednesday announced that Atlanta 
has been selected as one of the 
cities where bids will be opened on 
Monday, July 21, on canned toma- 
toes, representing a part of the 
army’s surplus supply of foodstuffs. 
The dispatches continue that the 
war department has 83,994,422 cans 
of tomatoes which has been de- 
clared surplus and Secretary Baker 
has approved plans to dispose of 
them to the public. 

Under the announced policy of the 
war department, municipal authori- 
ties may obtain the surplus tomato 
supplies as well as other excess 
quantities of army food, on condi- 
tion that the food will be sold to 
the public, through municipal mar- 
kets at, the same price paid to the 
government. 

No bids for less than a carload lot 
of the surplus stock will be con- 
sidered, the department announced. 
and each bid must be accompanied 
by a certified check or other accept- 
able security sufficient to cover 10 
ae cent of the total amount of the 
j 


Through the city purchasing 
agent, Mayor Key has already 
taken steps to purchase for distri- 
bution to the various city institu- 
tions a carload of the surplus: stock 
stored in gavernment warehouses in 
Atlanta.

The savings division of the treas- 
ury department has announced the 
removal of the restriction, under 
which registered war savings stampe 
could only be redeemed at the post- 
office where they were originally 
registered. The treasury epart- 

ent has made arrangements with 
the postoffice department providing 
for the redemption. of registered 
stamps at any postoffice on the nec- 
essary ten days’ notice. 5 

Under the present plans, appll- 
cation forms may be obtained at 
any postoffice, which after being 
filled out in the presence of the 
postmaster, will be forwarded to the 
registering postoffice. These forms 
will carry information sufficient to 
conclusively identify the registered 
stamps presented and the owner ap- 
plying for redemption. The regis- 
tering postmaster, upon receipt of 
the application form and registered 
stamps, will forward a postoffive 
money order to the redeeming owl- 
er at the postoffice of applicatioa, 
ten ddys after the date of appli- 
cation. x: 

The regulation restricting the re- 
demption of registered stamps 12 
the registering postoffice has caused 
some inconvenience in the past, and 
it is expected that the new regula- 
tion will resv'+ in a material exten- 


sion of the use of the registration | 


privilege. Under this privilege the 
government guarantees the stamp 
owners against loss by theft, or de- 
struction, and insures the payment 
of the value of the stamps only to 
the bona fide owner.

175 SHIPS TO COMPOSE 
NEW PACIFIC FLEET 


Washington, July 16.—Approxi- 
mately 175 ships, with an aggregate 
tonnage of more than 500,000, will 
constitute the newly organized Pa- 
cific fleet, it was said today at the 
navy department. At full strength 
the armada will be manned by 
34,000 men and 1,800 commissioned 
officers, but the personnel will be 
about 30 per cent below this 
strength when the fleet begins its 
history-making voyage from Hamp- 
ton Roads next Saturday. 

Included in the fleet will be these 
ships: ö 

Dreadnaughts New Mexico, Wy- 
oming, Arkansas, Mississippi, Idaho, 
Arizona, Texas und New Tork. Pre- 
Greadnaughts: Vermont, Nebraska, 
Georgia, Rhode Island, Virginia and 
New Jersey. 

Cruisers: Seattle, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Déhver, Tacoma, Marblehead, 
Machias, Vicksburg, Montana, North 
Carolina and Pueblo. 

There will be 108 destroyers of 
the new 1,400 ton, flush-deck type, 
built after the United States entered 
the war. They will be divided in 
two squadrons with the scout crul- 
sers Birmingham and Salem as flag- 
ships and with the: Melville, Prairie, 
Buffalo and Blackhawk as tenders. 

In the fleet also will be fourteen 
submarines of the S type with the 
Savannah as tender. 
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CARSON 1S. ATTACKED 
FOR TACTLESS SPEECH 


London, July 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Sir Edward Carson’s 
speech on Saturday has brought the 
Ulster leader under the lash of the 
newspapers of all parties, primari- 
ly on account of his references to 
the United States, which are criti- 


cised as tactless and calculated to 
breed bad blood between the two 
nations, and, secondly, because he 
reiterated his old threat to call out 
the Ulster volunteers to resist any 
attempt to place the home rule act 
in operation. 

The labor organs are not slow to 
point out how such incitement to 
“direct action“ could be improved 
upon in the industrial field for se- 
curing political ends. The liberal 
pro-Irish papers are equally quick 
to point out that in point of tac- 
tics there is no difference between 
“King de Valera” and “King Car- 
son.” 

The matter came up in the house 
of commons tonight when the speak- 
er gave John Robert Clynes, labor- 
ite. permission to move adjourn- 
ment of the house for the purpose 
of challenging the government to 
set the law in motion against Sir 
Edward for a speech inciting to vio- 
lence and endangering the safety of 
the realm. 

Mr. Clynes described Sir Edward 

“the arch apostle of direct ac- 
tion.“ and Lord Hugh Cecil and 
other unionist members .condemned 
Carson's remarks as indefensible. 

The attorney general, Sir Gordon 
Hewart declared that the allegation 
that Sir Edward Carson’s speeches 
incited to a breach of the law and 
violence had Broken down. There 
was nothing in the speech in ques- 
tion upon which it was possible to 
found legal proceedings, he said. 
The passage of neferring to the call- 
ing out of volunteers, he added, was 
hypothetical and contingent on de- 
priving Ulster people of their rights 
as British subjects, and this nobody 
proposed to do. 

However much the speech might 
be regretted at a time like this, he 
continued, there was no law which 
could be set in motion, as no of- 
fense had been committed.

Brookes and Patterson will form 
one team in the doubles and Lycett 
and Thomas a second pair. The 
final qualifying tournaments will 
start at Kansas City, Mo., and Dal- 
las, Texas, on July’ 28, and as the 
Australians are not expected to ar- 
rive here before July 26, an effort 
may be made to postpone one of the 
sectional rounds so they may have 
an opportunity to qualify. Brookes 
and Patterson recently won the 
English doubles championship. 


FOOD PRICES DROP 
IN GERMAN CAPITAL 


Berlin, July 16.—Prices on ali 
foodstuffs have fallen with a crash 
in Berlin as a result of the lifting 
of the blockade. They began to 
show weakness when it was rumored 
that the embargo would be lifted, 
but the real drop came only when 
illicit dealers with huge concealed 
stocks brought them out in’a vir- 
tual panic to unload before eompet- 
ing supplies entered Germany. 

Tons of provisions are being 
shipped in from occupied territories 
while everywhere in the city great 
stores of coffee, cocoa, butter, sau- 
sages and other supplies have made 
their appearance. Coffee prices fell 
from an average of forty marks to 
below twenty yesterday and the pro- 
duct could easily be bought for 


| fifteen. Other food prices were cor- 


respondingly cut. Restaurants. how- 
ever, still maintain absurdly high 
prices and apparently intend to con- 
tinue to do so as long as possible.

HELD UNREASONABLE 
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BRITAIN MAY RECALL 
ENVOY FROM VATICAN 


London, July 16.—The British 
government is considering the ques- 
tion of withdrawing its envoy froin 
the Vatican, Cecil B. Harmsworth, 
under-secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, declared in the house of 


commons today. 

Mr. Harmsworth added that he 
had no confirmation of the statement 
made by Robert J. Lynn, Unionist 
member, who had questioned the gov- 
ernment, that owing “to the hos- 
tility of the vatiean to the allies 
during the war the continued pres- 
ence of the envoy was causing con- 
siderat@e resentment amongst many 
who had lost relatives in the war.” 
Mr. Lynn represents the Woodvaie 
division of Belfast. 


In November, 1914, it became 
known that Great Britain, because 
of the war situation, had assumed a 
new position in its relations toward 
the vatican and would appoint a 
ministé® on special mission to the 
pope. Sir Henry Howard, former 
British minister to Holland, went to 
Rome in December, 1914, and re- 
mained there until August, 1916, 
when he was succeeded by Count 
J. F. C. Desalis. 

The count has been at the vati- 
can since then as envoy exiraordi- 
nary and minister plenipotentiary on 
a special mission, the status of 
which is different from that of a 
permanent legation.

The first of these considerations 


5 is that provisions of the measure 


proposed should not be inconsistent 
with the principle of the deferation 
of a United Kingdom. The necessity 
for some measure of parliamentary 
devolution becomes more and more 
apparent. It seems almost certain 
that the powers at present exercised 
by the United Kingdom's parliament 
must be delegated to a provincial 
council. That process would, under 
normal conditions, affect Ireland. If 


the Irish settlement could be delay- 
ed that kingdom might in due 
course become a provincial unit in 
the federation or two or more units 
if the necessity for such division ap- 
peared. 


Separate Union Favored. 


Ulster has shown a sympathetic 
interest in federalism, and it is 
commonly stated that were unionist 
Ulster to be treated as a separate 
unit she would be in favor of such 
a devolution. : 

It is necessary, however, to ask 
whether a grant of. powers usually 
conferred upon component leg x!: - 
tures of a federation would be an 
adequate satisfaction of the nation- 
alists’ demand, particularly if those 
powers were stereotyped. Obviously 
the answer is in the negative. If the 
nationalists’ demand is to be met, 
so far as the conditions of British 
islands and the just demands of Ul- 
ster permit, we must consider 
whether it would he possible, in har- 
mony with federalization, to confer 
still larger powers on Ireland. To 
do so it would be necessary to de- 
volve either upon a single Irish pro- 
Vincial legislature or upon two or 
more provincial lerislatires dome nn? 
these central powers which normal- 
ly would be retained by the central 
authority of the United Kingdom 
federation. 

If we assume the existence of two 
or more provincial parliaments in 
England, the natural course would 
be to devolve these central powers 
upon an Irish central parliament 
comn- nd of represnntetiyv...> af ‘ 
Irish provinces or provincial coun- 
cils. That arrangement would place 
Ireland on a different footing fron 
that of the other component parts 
of the United Kingdom federation 
but it need nat nereeesrily be eon. 
sonsistent with principle. 

Representation of Ireland in the 
central legislature of the United 
Kingdom would, in anv federal rela- 
tionship, of necessity continue. That 
representation would not, of course, 


be inconsistent with the character of

It is not suggested 
that Iri opinion shall be disre- 
garded, but it is for Great Britain 
alone to strike the balance of that 
opinion. By sincerity of effort only 
can the demand of the world for an 
Irish settlement be satisfied. If the 
scheme is formulated in the right 
spirit and is just in its provisions 
and meets with insuperable ob- 
stacles as the result of Irish un- 
reason, the government may fail to 
impose it in its entirety, but it, will 
have failed with honor and the 
blame of the world will not be 


upon it. 

The. third consideration in that 
eventual settlement may come most 
easily by a process of evolution. 
While it may be admitted in prin- 
ciple that Ireland is entitled to wide 
powers, it does not necessarily fol- 
low that she can obtain them all 
immediately in view of the dissen- 
sion which eixsts at present time. In 
framing the scheme it might be a 
wise and statesmanlike line of ac- 
tion to atremnt to lav founds’*ions 
on which hereafter Irishmen them- 
selves could construct a system of 
national government, On that na- 
tional government in the course of 
time wider and ‘still wider powers 
might be conferred. 

Must Consider Minority. 


The people of Great Britain do not 
desire to impose restrictions on the 
liberties of [Ireland from any un- 
worthy motive. It is not because 
of party: connections of the present 
government with Ulster that it will 
have to take into consideration the 
Ulster claim. Their predecessors in 
office were forced to recognize it 
too. It is because, though Ulster its 
in the minority in Ireland, that mi- 
nority is so situated and s0 con- 
centrated that it loses the character 
of a minority and becomes a sepa- 
rate element and must be so treat- 
ed. Ulster is a vital fact. It. would 
confront any government of Ireland, 
even the Sinn Fein republic, with 


| 


precisely the same diffieulty that it | 


offers to the government today. 
There is no reason why an Irish 
lem! *o' =e ahowld not ay nts , 
joy powers virtually as wide as 
those of the Dominion, but it is 
necessary that before those powers 
are conferred there should be. a 
measure of stability in the Irish 
state. 

While there are obvious difficul- 
ties, for instance in the way of con- 
ferring fiscal autonomy on a por- 
tion of Ireland, those difficulties 
would be greatly lessened were Ire- 
land united. It is with no intention 
of attempting to narrow the field of 
inquiry and of action that the con- 
siderations above enumerated have 
been advanced. They represent one 
view of the question. It is for the 
government to examine all. In a 
situation so intricate and difficult it 
would be folly to dogmatize. It can- 
not be too strongly emphasized that 
the duty of framing the terms of the 
measure of autonomy for Ireland be- 
longs to the government alone. It Is 
for them to hear all claimants and 
to adjudicate upon their rivaj claims. 
It is for them to endeavor to find 
as nearly as may be a common 
measure and to adjust it to the 
necessities of the United Kingdom. 
The members of the government are 
entitled to the full sympathy and 
confidence of the nation if they as- 
sume their task in a national and 
not party spirit. We have given a 
general survey of the many aspects 
of Irish questions: we have dis- 
closed many difficulties: we have 
stated a problem that appears al- 
most insoluble. Let us then see 
whether we ourselves can suggest 
anv general line of approach to a 
settlement. ; 

Hostility Very Marked. 

There are in Ireland at this mo- 
ment two protagonists. Ulster and 

Fein. ö 

The course of events during the 
last few years has thrown these 
parties into the extremity of hos- 
tility toward each other. 

It would undoubtedly be possible, 
theoretically, to confer a measure of 
self-government upon Ireland, giv- 
ing fatrly wide powers, which would 
be exercised at the moment by the 
republican party, and to exclude a 
vortion of Ulster from its operation.

Washington, July 16.—Street rall- 
ways of the United States will need 
a total of approximately $1,000,000,- 
000 each year to enable them to 
meet adequately the demands made 
by the public, according to esti- 
mates given to the federal electric 
railway commission today by W. G. 
Bradlee, president of the Stone and 
Webster Management association, of 
Boston. 

Mr. Bradlee declared that between 
$600,000,000 and $700,000,000 in new 
eapital was needed annually for ex- 
fensions and improvements and 
probably $350,000,000 for refunding 
He said 
that Bittle had been done in the way 
of improvements in the last four 
years, owing to unusual conditions. 

“There are only two vays to ob- 
tain this money,” Mr. Bradlee said, 
“either through municipal .owner- 
ship or through the estaddéMehment 
of some plan so that the private 
investor will feel that he cag eount 
on à reasonabe return if he invésts 
in street railway securities.“ 

Bankruptcy Predicted, 

Guy E. Tripp, chairman of the 
commission of one hundred. repre- 
senting the American Flectric Rail- 
way association, who occupied much 
of the day’s session, predicted that 
many of the larger electric lines 
would be in bankruptcy ‘befor: the 
commission completes its hearings. 

Mr. Tripp told the commision He 
believed the fastest method for ecal- 
culating earnings would be to take 
the issues of securities, determine 
whether the money they produced 
was put in the properties, extract 


ony. “water” and use the result. 
r. Tripp said that street railway 


employees were clearly entitled to 
the wage increases granted by the 
war labor board and asserted that 
some basis of fares on a cost of 
service plan should be worked out 
between the public and the traction 
companies. 

Municipal ownership was believed 
by Mr. Tripp to be among the pos- 
sibilities of the present situation. 

Dishonest Capitalization. 

Questioned by members of the 
commission, Mr. Tripp said great 
fortunes had been made by street 
railway corporations in the past, but 
not through revenues -from fares. 
A return was never paid on a §-cent 
fare, he said, but “hopes were capi- 
talized and hopes were sold.” He 
added that there was no question 
but that dishonesty in overcapital- 
ization, stocks manipulation and the 
use of corporate influence in the 
past were in a large measure re- 
sponsible for the difficulties now be- 
ing experienced by the traction com- 
panies. 

Colonel Joseph H. Alexander, of 
Clevel d, testified as to labor costs. 
He pointed out among other things 
wage increases granted labor by tne 
government during the war, which 
sometimes approximated 100 per 
cent, and said no means for recov- 
ering this additional outlay was fur- 
nished the companies. 

No Market for Securities. 

Conditions in the electric railways 
securities market were discussed by 
H. A. Stewart, of Chicago. He said 
the market was in a 
because of the companies’ financial 
condition. 

William J. Clark, of New York, 
pioneer street railway man, testi- 
fied as to general conditions. Mr. 
Clark built the first electric freight 
line in this country in 1887. It was 
a failure for many years, he said, 
but pioneered the way for latter- 
day interurban freight traffic.

Reduction of ice sales to consum- 
ers until the temporary shortage 
is relieved was agreed upon by deal- 
ers representing the Atlanta Ice and 
Bottling company, the Consumers’ 
Ice company, the Ponce de Leon Ice 
Manufacturing company and the 
Fulton Ice and Coal company, in 
conferance with Mayor Key on Wed- 
nesday.

written agreement to require house- 
holders whom they serve to reduce 
their daily ice supplies one-half, 
provided the amount does not fall 
below 25 pounds per day and does 
not exceed 50 pounds in any case.

News from the national convention of business and professional 
women this week in St. Louis gives the south the credit of having the 
largest delegation so far assembled, with interest in the various depart- 
ments of the federation program developing every moment. 

The size of the delegation from the south furnishes an interest- 
ing item, for when it is considered that the women of the south were 
the last to go in for professions and for business, the last to encourage 
organization, it is remarkable that their progress has been so marked, 
and that they now come forward in both strength of organization and 
variety of occupations, there being twenty different lines of professional 
or business interests expressed in the personnel of the southern delega- 


The south was the last to open its universities and institutions of 
higher learning to women: The southern states were the last to admit 
women to the practice of medicine and the practice of law, and the 
southern states even held back in allowing women to become state li- 
brarians or to hold similar state offices. 
the south has not been equal to that paid men for the same work, 
and yet with these limitations these women of Dixie have proved the 
cavalier spirit of their inheritance and they are standing shoulder to 
shoulder with the women of all sections in those avocations which dis- 
tinguish the professional and business women of the nation. 

Though the large delegation in St. Louis which represents the 
federated business and professional women reflects directly upon the 
splendid work of Mrs. Nina B..Price, the southern organizer, who, in 
three months’ time, has federated the business and professional women's 
organizations of the central south states, Mrs. Price had the material 
to draw from in spirit, in talent and in accomplishment, and the results 
are proving a matter of congratulation to the representative women of

Crumble in one yeast cake. Stir 
to thoroughly dissolve and then add 
seven cups of sifted flour. Knead 
to a smooth elastic dough and 
cleanse the mixing bowl by scraping 
thoroughly. Now grease the bowl 
and place the dough in it, pressing 
firmly to the bottom. Now turn the 
dough over and cover and set to rise 
for three and one-half hours, in a 
place that is free from draughts in 
the temperature given for the time 
of year. 


Now, while the bread is rising, let 
us study something of its process. 
Adding sugar to the water, when 


food and stimulate the growth of 
the yeast. Adding shortening makes 


Salt is used to 
control the yeast; it acts just like 
the damper on the range, checking 
the yeast and also flavoring it, so 
that is just the most important 
thing to use just the right amount. 


A the time given, three and one- 
half hours, bring the bowl containing 


the dough to the table and pull the 
dough from the corners to the center 
of the bow, then punch down well. 
Turn the dough over and over and 
set back to rise for three-quarters 
of the bowl, then punch down well. 
Do not handle; cut into three even 
sized pieces and then take each 
piece of dough and hit it hard 
against the molding board to knock 
out all the gas. Shape up for loaves 
and place in well-greased pans and 
let rise forty-five minutes. Place 
in a moderate oven and bake thirty- 
five minutes. Remove and brush 
the top with shortening and cool. 

Do not set the dough to rise over 
the range or on the radiator in the 
winter time. If the kitchen is too 
cool, line a clean box with asbestos 
paper and place a hot iron in it ora 
brick to heat the box and then set 
the dough,to rise in this box. In the 
summer set the bowl containing the 
dough in a cool place, about 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. If the kitchen 
is warm and you are using the 
range, do not keep the dough there, 
for it will surely sour. 


Buns and Rolls. 


All kinds of buns and rolls may 
be prepared from the above dough. 


Parker House Rolls. 


Prepare the dough as for bread 
and when ready to mold into loaves 
turn the dough on the molding board 
and cut into three pieces. Form 
into two loaves and use the third 
piece for rolls. 

To shape the dough for rolls: 
Roll the dough between the hands 
until it is in a long stick, about 
two and one-half inches thick. Cut 
into twelve pieces and mold into 
balls by rounding up between the 
hands. Set on a board and cover 
for ten minutes. Now flatten be- 
tween the palms of the hands and 
brush with shortening and fold in 
pocketbook style, pressing the crease 
firmly. Set on a baking sheet to 
rise for thirty minutes and then 
bake in a hot oven for fifteen min-

by a number of houses whose owners 
have either died or fled. Through 
the co-operation of Russian authori- 
ties the site and the houses have 
been secured for the use of the col- 
ony and the work of feeding and 
clothing and introducing discipline 
among the children is under way. 
Six Red Cross workers are already 
on the scene with other personnel on 
their way from the United States.

Costume Paradise | 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Zeeland, called a “paradise of 
quaint costumes,” where bare arms 
always were the fashion and where 
the miss of four dresses exactly as 
does her mother of forty, is the sub- 
ject of a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington headquarters of the National 
Geographic society. 

The bulletin, issued in connec- 
tion with the announced desire of 
Belgium to annex that one-third 
portion of Zeeland which Hes south 
of the Scheldt river, is based on 
a communication of Florence Craig 
Albrecht, as follows: 

“Zeeland is a paradise of quaint 
costumes. Every island, almost ev- 
ery town, once had its oon dis- 


tinctive dress, and many still re- 
tain it. 

“The butter market at Middleburg 
has a pretty setting. The wagons 
and chaises roll up to the two gate- 
ways in endless procession, and the 
fair Walcheren dames descend with 
much shaking of voluminous skirts 
and aprons, much patting of caps 
and adjusting of coral necklaces, to 
set their baskets of golden butter 
and pearly eggs in even rows upon 
the long benches within before trot- 
ting off to the inevitable shopping. 

“The product of dairy and chicken- 
coop belongs exclusively to the 
farmers’ wives in Zeeland. It i 
they who do the selling, they who 
spend the earnings. You may find 
the men at the grain market; on 
the corners where pigs, calves, or 
sheep are for sale; in the cafes 
about the market square smoking 
and drinking with their fellows, and 
upon the days of great cattle mar- 
kets very busy indeed driving 
shrewd bargains. — 

Butter Market. 

“The butter market is ready for 
business about 1 o’clock. If you 
saunter in then through the iron 
gateway, now standing hospitably 
wide to invite buyers, you will find 
the front row of benches occupied 
around all three sides of the arcade 
with close-set rows of heavy bas- 
kets and the back row by the wall 
with a hundred or more rosy farm- 
ers’ wives and daughters, dainty as 
the proverbial new pin, in glistening 
white caps, gold spirals, coral neck- 
laces, many finger-rings, and best 
black aprons over the second-best 
gown. The very best belongs to fes- 
tivals and kermis. | 

“The gay frontispieec and the 
bare arms give an air of gatety to. 
the somber costume, and the up- 


turned spirals at each temple are 


fine hangers for many broad pearl- 
tipped pendants, which quite belie 
the demure primness of the close 
white cap. 

“They are not so demure after 
all, these dainty little dames who 
trip so swiftly and lightly from 
house to house, from shop to shop, 
from booth to booth, in the market 
place. They are mischievous and 
roguish, despite the somewhat puri- 
a 1 air lent by their garb, and 
quick at repartee and banter as our 
friend from Cork, whom in vivacity 
they somewhat resemble. 

“A tiny maid of four, a wee laddie 
unable to speak plainly, wear pre- 
cisely the same costumes as mother 
or father—full, long, black skirts, 
white caps, tiny gold spiral, coral 
beads, and aprons for one; black 
cloth or velvet trousers and jacket, 
much adorned with silver buttons, 
silver buckled shoes, and queer black 
hat for the other. 

Ladies Rule. 

“At Ter Goes the butter market 
is also ruled by the ladies. It, too, 
is held in an enclosure and its gate 
opens upon the market place. With- 
out it the men are grouped in num- 
bers, but within the dames reign 
supreme. There is no great linden 
to cast picturesque shadows nor to 
filter the sunshine which touches a 
gold pendant or coral bead now and 
then as with living fire. There is 
not the same cool, green shadow to 
make yellower the golden butter or 


whiter the pearly eggs; but the ma- 


trons and maids who buy and sell 
there are far more startling to 
stranger eyes than the Walcheren 
beauties, 

“Over their bodices gay handker- 
chiefs are folded in prescribed and 
curious lines, and the caps which 
cover their shapely heads are of 
lace plaited into wide-spreading 
wings. There is always a small 
close cap which fits the heads snug- 
ly, disclosing the hair only at the 
forehead, where it rolls back in a 
tiny smooth puff. 

“From beneath this cap jut shiny 
gold plates like window mirrors, 
secured firmly in place by huge gold 
pins. Above this is worn the lace 
cap, coming down smooth and 
straight to end squarely across the 
shoulders for a Catholic woman 
gathered or plaited to flare widely 
and coquettishly for the woman 
whose faith is Calvinistic. 


“Their fathers or husbands also 
mark belief by head-dress, The Pro- 


testant wears his beaver hat with 
brim rolled up the entire round: the 
Catholic turns his down in front 
to form a visor.” :

GEORGIA AND ALABAMA 
COMPETE IN SUFFRAGE 


Nebraska and Arkansas Fol- 
low Close for Twelfth and 
“Thirteenth Places. 


By J. H. Bention. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire) 
Washington, July 16.—The south- 
érn and central states, according to 
the national womans’ party, are 
competing in the race for the honor 


of being included in,the “original 
13 suffrage states.“ 

Georgia and Alabama are now the 
closest contestants for the place of 
twelfth and thirteenth state to rati- 
fy the federal suffrage amendment, 
with Nebraska and Arkansas follow- 
ing close behind. 

“In Georgia,” the statement says, 
“suffrage sentiment has shown it- 
self strong enough to force the re- 
commitment to committee of the un- 
favorable report first made on the 
ratification of the measure to the 
state legislature. This action fol- 
lowed a public hearing granted by 
both houses of the legislature to 
representatives of the national wom- 
an’s party, who are in charge of the 
ratification campaign in Georgia. 
The federal suffrage amendment has 
the support of Governor Dorsey, 
Clark Howell, of the democratic na- 
tional committee, and William J, 
Harris, junior senator from Georgia, 

The Alabama state legislature is 
today granting a public hearing be- 
fore both houses to suffragists, who 
will present the arguments in favor 
of speedy ratification. In Alabama, 
as in Georgia, the governor of the 
state is strongly in favor of the 
amendment. President Wilson has 
sent the Following telegram to the 
governor of Alabama, urging rati- 
fication: 

“Hope you will pardon me if I 
express my very earnest hope that 
the suffrage amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States be 
ratified by the great state of Ala- 
bama. 

It would constitute a very happy 
augury for the future and add 
greatly to the strength of a move- 
ment which, in my judgment, is 
based upon the highest considera- 
‘tion, both of justice and expedi- 
ency.”

4,276,949 Troops 
Handled by Roads 
In 6 Months of 1919 


Washington, July 16.—The rail- 
roads of the United States hauled 
4,276,949 troops on special and regu- 
lar trains for an average of 660 
miles each in the first six months 
of 1919. according to statisfics made 
public today 17 Director General 

In addition, probably two 
million officers and men made rail- 
way trips while on furlough, and 
another million were transported 
from camps to their homes after 
discharge, making a total of 7,250, 
000 military passengers accommo- 
dated in addition to the usual civ- 
ilian travel. The military traffic in 
six months required 9,000,000 train 
miles and as much of the equipment 
had to be sent empty in one direc- 
tion, this figure should be doubled 
to express the aggregate transpor- 
tation demanded by the military 
forces. 

This extraordinary demand ex- 
plains,” the railroad administra- 
tion’s statement said, “why it has 
not been able to meet all of the re- 
quests for excursion trains and why 
in some cases the cars on regular 
passenger trains have been 
crowded.” 

It also was pointed out that much 
of the military traffic was hauled 
at less than is charged civilian pas- 
sengers, discharged soldiers being 
allowed o rate of two cents a mile, 
men on furlough one cent a mile. 
and, in some states of the west, 
land grant reductions resulted in 
some of the regular troop move- 
ments being made at less than the 
standard civilian rate of three 
cents. 

In the first two weeks of July, 
160,633 soldiers returned from 
Europe and were hauled by the 
railroads.

The remains of Rev. Henry G. Eden- 
field, of Millen, who died early Tues- 
day morning at his home here, were 
laid to rest this afternoon at Oak 
Hill Church cemetery, about six 
miles from Millen. Funeral services 
Were conducted at the church by 
Rev. Mr. Arnett, of Sylvania. The 
deceased was prominent in the af- 
fairs of Screven county for quite a 
long time before Jenkins county 
Was created, and has been promi- 
nent in the affairs of the latter 
county since it was created. 

He was 71 years old and has been 
engaged in the ministry mission 
Baptist denomination for 55 years, 
and was serving four churches regu- 
rlarly up to the time of his death. 
He was also prominent in Masonic 
circles, and the Masons assisted in 
the burial. He is survived by a 
number of relatives over this sec- 
tion of Georgia.

PROCESSES DSLOVERE

Wasa ton, July 16.— Experts of 
the department of agriculture, who 
Rave been investigating ways of 
making certain sulphuric acids, 
have made discoveries which it is 
thought will result in cheaper 
processes for a number of dyestuffs 
and medicinal preparations, the de- 
partment announced today in an of- 
ficial statement. 

“With a view to helping the chem- 
ical industry of the country,” the 
announcement read, the department 
is offering to co-operate with manu- 
facturers in establishing the process 
on a commercial scale. The ex- 
penses of installation are to be 
borne by the manufacturing con- 
cerns co-operating. Experts of the 
color laboratory of the bureau of 
chemistry will be assigned to the 
plants and will assume control of 
the undertaking. 5 

Patent Rights Retained. 

“In all such undertakings, the 
stipulation will be made by the de- 
partment. that the manufacturing 
concern is not to divulge anything 
pertaining to the original process or 
to any that may be developed later, 
but that the right to patent any or 
all of these remains in the depart- 
ment of agriculture, these patents, 
if they are allowed, to be dedicated 
to the free use of the government 
and the public. 

“In the laboratory experiments, 
the sulphonation of a number of 
hydrocarbons has been studied and 
in some cases the laboratory work 
has reached a stage that large scale 
experiments are necessary to prove 
the value of the process. The work 
on benzine is most advanced. Sul- 
phonated benzine is used in the 
manufacture of resoreinol and of 
Synthetic phenol. The laboratory

According to late information, the 
daily production in the North Lou- 
isiana fields is 45,000 barreis, that 
of the Ranger field in Texas apr 
proximately 50,000 barrels, and that 
of the famous Burkburnett, Tex- 
as, field 38,000 barrels. This figure 
will give some idea of the impor- 
tance of the North Loutsiana terri- 
tory from an oil producing stand- 
point, 

Practically every field in the Unit- 
ed States has been widely advertisea 
and exploited all over the country 
and largely developed by small, in- 
dependent operators. This condition 
has not been true of North Louisiana 
fields, due to the fact that in the 
early days of its development, the 
production was developed almost e 
tirely by the three large compa- 
nies: The Gulf, Texas and Standard 
Oil companies. 

From the standpoint of cost of 


| Operating and cost of developing, the 


North Louisiana field is the cheap- 
est proposition in the United States 
today. Production is found at depths 
ranging from 1,400 to 2,700 feet, 
with drilling costs ranging from 
$8,000 to $17,000, as compared with 
drilling costs of $40,000 to $50,000 in 
the Ranger field, and $15,000 to $20,- 
000 in the Burkburnett field.

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Paris, July 16—The minister of} 


justice has introduced in the cham- 
ber of députies the government's 
bill intended to reduce the cost of 


living, demanding its immediate 
discussion. The previous law 


speculation included a clause by 


which it was to expire three months 
after the cessation of hostilities, In 
the bill this clause is now prolong- 
ed to three years and the penalties 
increased. 

Speculation may be punished by 
imprisonment two months to two 
years and a fine of from 5600 to 
50,000 francs. If it affects food, 
drinks, heat, clothes or shoes, the 
term is raised to three years and 
the fine to 100,000 francs. 

Penalties may be further raised 
to five years’ imprisonment and 
200,000 francs fine if the merchan- 
dise is not such as the accused per- 
son regularly deals in. ;
